Charge! ... 


British Soccer players in Melbourne 
are indignant over the treatment they 
get from some referees when they 
charge the goalie. 


They claim that the ref. is not playing the 
game according to the Rules. 

The rule regarding the charge states; in effect: 

+ + + a gealkeeper may not be charged unless he is; 
(oe) holding the ball; 
(b) is ebstructing an opponent; 
{c}) hes possed outside his goal crea.” 

Ina recent match of Middle Park, a referee blew 
his whistle when on attacking forward charged the 
goalie who had the boll. 

The forward wes a British player and sco was the 
goalie. Both realised it was ligitimate ond were 
omozed ai the Ref's ruling. 

This week | spoke with one of our top goalies, 
Norm Hobson, of George Cross, and Tommy Anderson, 
Sth. Melbourne-Hellos forward, to get their views on 
the question of charging the gcalie who is in possession 
of the ball. 

This is how the conversation weni:— 

HOBSON: ‘The few ployers who do. charge the 
goalie don't know how to ‘charge properly.” 

ANDERSON: “Whot about the English lads?’ 

HOBSON: ‘Yes, they. cre OK, but it’s the Continental 
players who don't know. the-role.~ They either charge 
with the feet or ihe back.” 


ANDERSON: “You donit’ object-to the charge then?” 
HOBSON: “No.” 
ANDERSON: “If a goolie grabs the boll and stonds 


on the line, he’s only osking for trouble. He should 
get rid of it. | don't see why a goalie should be any 
different io any other ployer. Sometimes a goalie comes 
off best in a shoulder charge, especially if he's well 
built, 

“I have a go if there's a chance on the goal line, 
but if he’s on the penalty line then there's no point in 
charging. Whenever you go near o goalie here in Vic- 
foria, the referee blows his whistle. Apparently in 
central Europe the rule is different and most of our Cen- 
tinental referees abide by it. There, it is on offence to 
charge=the™ goalie, but this is not according to FIFA rules.”
